tory. Kaskaeki*, tho oldest settlemont 
in what is now Illinois, was, at the out- 
break of the rerolniion, occupied as an 
outpoH by a British (jirrison, whick wan 
withdrawn to Detroit on the American 
invasion of Canada in 1775. 
A small 


defensive force, however, wan still left 
there, under the command o( Hochfl- 
blance, a Frenchman. 
On the 4th of 


January, 1778, Colonel Oorge llogers 
Clark of Virginia, on the leroinmrnda- 
tion of Jeffenwn, Mason, and Wythe, 
pushed out into tho extreme went with 
four companies of Virginia troops, and 
on the 4th of July reached andi cap 
tur«d Kaskaskir 
Thence he moved to 


Yinceniie«, and there prepared for 
other campaign, but was driven out by 
tho advance of tho Britinli from Detroit 
under Lieut, (tov.
